WELLAND — Local care¬ 
givers can find comfort in 
knowing there is help if their 
loved ones become lost. 

Niagara Regional Police 
launched the Proj ect Lifesaver 
program Wednesday as part 
of a pilot project in partner¬ 
ship with Project Lifesaver 
Niagara. 

Project Lifesaver is a non¬ 
profit organization that assists 
caregivers and families with 

wandering because of cog¬ 
nitive impairments such as 
Alzheimer’s disease, autism 
or acquired brain injuries. 

Participants in the pro¬ 
gram are equipped with a 

that emits a radio tracking 
signal on a unique frequency 
every second. If lost, the 
person wearing the bracelet 
can be detected using an FM 


When a person is reported 
missing, police will respond 
by launching an investiga¬ 
tion involving trained officers 
using the electronic search 

The amount of time it takes 
to locate a missing person 
takes police 30 minutes or 
less, said Saro Stranges, vice¬ 
chair of Project Lifesaver 
Niagara. 

Project Lifesaver has more 
than 1,200 participating 
agencies in the U.S., Canada 



and Australia. Stranges said 
about 2,681 searches have 
been performed in the past 13 
years with no serious injuries 


In Ontario, Stranges 
said, York Regional Police, 
Peel Regional Police and 
Guelph Police services and 
Ontario Provincial Police 
have adopted the Lifesaver 
Program.
